The securities, Including 
Liberty Bonds, he said, represented 
in part, guarantees of shipping 
contractors for faithful perform- 
ance of their work.

An allowance for prof- 
it, interest an investment, allowance 
of depreciation, based on the war- 
time earning value rather than on 
actual value, and other other items 
made it’ possible for the owners to 
make on the contract as high as 
57 per cent. 

Compared with what Great Brit- 
ain allowed itg ship owners on com- 
mandeered vessels and basing the 
computation at $4.66 to the pound 
sterling, he said, it was shown that 
American owners received from 230 
to 275 per cent more than did the 
British owners and the British fig- 
ures continued after the United 
States had entered the war.
